II. — The  Officers  of  this  Society  shall  consist  of  a 
Patron,  a  President,  Vice-Presidents  (being  the  Rural 
Deans)  a  Treasurer  and  Secretary.  The  Committee  of 
Management  shall  consist  of  the  Officers  of  the  Society, 
jmd  of  seventeen  Lay  Member»  of  the  Society,  exclusiTe 
•of  the  said  Officers,  of  whom  four  shall  be  elected  by 
Members  of  the  Society  resident  in  the  Deanery  of 
Avalon ;  three  by  Members  resident  in  the  Deanery  of 
Conception  Bay ;  three  by  Members  resident  in  the 
Deanery  of  Trinity  Bay  ;  tnree  by  Members  resident  in 
the  Deanery  of  Notre  Dame  Bay ;  two  by  Members 
resident  in  the  Deanery  ot  Placentia  ;  and  two  by 
Members  resident  in  the  Deanery  of  Fortune  Bay,  of 
whom  seven  shall  be  a  quorum.  The  election  oi  Lay 
Members  of  the  Committee  shall  be  as  follows : — On 
£aster  Tuesday  in  the  year  1855,  and  on  Easter  Tues  • 
day  in  every  succeeding  fourth  year,  a  meeting  of  Elec- 
tors resident  in  each  Deanery  shall  be  convened  by 
the  Senior  Clergyman  (or  in  the  event  of  his  omission  §6 
f&  dO'fby  pnblic  notice)at  some  convenient  hour  and  plaee, 
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of  which  uotice  vhall  bt  giren  during  Divine  Serrict  ia 
esch  Church  in  the  Deanery,  at  least  7  days  previously  ; 
at  which  meeting  the  Senior  Clergyman, or  in  hit  abseno* 
•omc  other  ppiron  then  to  be  chosen  by  the  Mcmbcri, 
shall  preside,  and  at  which  meeting  tho  Members  present, 
whether  in  person  or  by  proxies,  Members  of  the  Society 
and  constituted  by  writing,  shall  elect,  seriatim,  their  re- 
presentatives to  theContmittee;  provided  that  the  persona 
elected  may  be  resident  in  any  other  Deanery  than  that 
which  they  may  bn  chosen  to  represent.  The  President, 
or  in  his  absence,  the  Archdeacon  of  the  Diocese,  or 
Bishop's  Commissary,  shall  be  ex-officio  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  ;  and  in  addition  to  his  vote  as  Member 
•hall,  when  the  votes  on  any  question  are  cc^ual,  have 
a  casting  vote.  All  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese  shall 
be  €x-']jlicio  honorary  Members  of  the  Committee,  with 
the  rigwt  of  speaking,  but  not,  with  the  exception  of 
the  said  officers,  of  voting  at  its  meetings.  As  often  as 
it  shall  becoiito  necessary,  from  the  death,  absence  from 
the  Colony,  rey  gnati^n,  or  refusal  to  serve,  of  any  of  the 
said  Lay  Members,  to  appoint  others  or  another  in  their 
or  his  places  or  place,  a  special  meeting  of  Members  of 
the  Society,  in  such  Deanery  where  the  vacancy  shall 
arise,  shall  be  convened  in  like  manner  as  tht  Easter 
Meeting ;  and  the  like  notice  shall  be  given  of  such  special 
meeting,  when  the  necessary  number  of  Members,  to  re- 
place those  required,  shall  be  in  like  manner  elected. 

III. — His  Excellency  the  Governor  for  the  time  being 
shall  be  requested  to  accept  the  office  of  Patron :  the  Lord 
Bishop  shall  be  Pi'csident,  and  the  Rural  Deans  Vice- 
i^resider*    of  the  Society. 

IV. — All  persons  paying  the  annual  sum  of  Ten 
■hillings  currency,  shall  be  Members  of  the  Society^ 
"with  power  to  vote  at  the  annual  and  other  meetings. 

V. — It  shall  be  the  dutyof  the  Committee  to  determine 
from  time  to  time  on  the  appropriation  of  the  funds,  to  the 
furtherance  of  the  Gospel  in  this  Island, under  the  recom- 
BieiV^ation  and  sanction  of  the  Lord  Bishop  of  the  Dioceee 
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-^the  obj«ctt  to  which  luch  appropriation  ahall  be  mada 
•hall  be  as  follows :-— 1st,  towards  the  maintenance  of  th« 
Clergy  and  licensed  Lay-Readers — 2nd,  the  erection, 
enlargement  ox  repairs  of  Churches,  Parsonages,  and 
School-rooms — 3rd,  the  supply  of  Bibles,  Prayer  Books, 
School  Books,  and  Religious  Works  and  Trrats. 

VI. — The  Committee  sliall  meet  on  the  first  Monday 
of  every  quarter  at  St.  John's. 

VII. — The  Committee  shall  appoint,  each  year,  two 
of  their  Members  to  Audit  the  'J'rcasurcr's  Account. 

VITI. — A  Monthly  Meeting  of  the  Members  of  tho 
Society  shall  be  held  on  the  2nd  Wednesday  in  every 
Month,  at  7  o'clock ;  and  a  General  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Society  on  the  2nd  AVednPsday  after  Trinity  Sunday, 
or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  Bishop  may  appoint. 

IX. — No  existing  law  shall  be  repealed  or  altered,  nor 
any  rule  established,  except  at  a  General  Meeting  of 
the  Saciety,  the  proposed  change  having  been  first  re- 
commended by  the  President  or  the  Committee,  and  in 
the  latter  case,  approved  by  the  President.  A  Special 
General  Meeting  of  the  Society  may  be  convened  by  the 
President  at  any  time  on  his  own  authority,  or  by  the 
Committee,  or  by  any  twelve  Members  of  the  Society 
by  a  written  requisition  addressed  to  the  Secretary. 

X.~A11  Meetings  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  tho 
Prayers  recommended  to  be  used  at  the  Meetings  of  the 
Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign 
Farts. 

XI.— The  Members  of  the  Church  in  every  part  of 
the  Island,  shall  be  invited  to  co-operate  by  forming 
Local  Committees  under  the  direction  of  the  Clexgy  in 

ch  Mission  or  Parish. 

XII.— No  Mission  or  Clerg;^man  of  any  Mission  shall 
receive  any  allowance  or  assistance  from  the  Society 
vnleti  at  least  a  list  of  the  contributions,  made  in  aacn 
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iiiision  to  the  Fundi  of  the  Society  in  the  ptecedtiai^ 
year,  shall  have  hecn  duly  forwarded  to  the  President 
or  to  the  Secretary,  together  with  a  return  of  all  pay-' 
ments  or  offeiinga  of  money,  not  being  fees  for  occa- 
fional  Services. 

Note. — ^While  it  is  hoped  that  every  Clergyman  in 
the  colony  will  make  a  yearly  collection  for  the  promo- 
tion of  the  objects  of  the  Church  Society,  and  impress 
npon  every  individual  under  his  Pastoral  charge,  the 
obligations  by  which  he  is  bound  to  contribute  uereto^ 
year  by  year,  the  system  of  the  Church  Society  does 
not  require  any  Clergyman  to  withhold  the  orduancet 
of  the  Church  in  any  ciise  of  refiiael  %x  neglect  to  pvjr

preceding  Autumn  from  an  unsuccessful  fishery  during  the  Summer. 
I  have  generally  collected  between  £30  and  £40  from  the  Sealers 
— the  last  Spring  I  collected  only  a  few  Shillings.  Indeed  I  applied 
to  the  crew  of  but  one  vessel, — not  thinking  it  right  to  apply  tn 
others,  when  the  catch  was  generally  so  small,  and  the  necessaries 
of  life  80  high." 


The  Rev.  Mr.  Collbt  writes  : — 
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"  The  enclosed  papers  you  will  find  are  the  accounts  of  the  Sub- 
scriptions to  the  Newfoundland  Church  Society,  collected  in  For- 
tune and  Hermitage  Bay,  the  Fall  last  past,  1854.  They  are  a  few 
pounds  less  than  was  sent  th«>  year  b^rore ;  but  the  reason  is 
obvious.  This  Summer  there  was  only  one  Clergyman  for  the  two 
Missions:  last  yeat  there  were  three,  two  at  Harbor  Briton,  one 
atQrole,  and  those  of  the  people  who  are  in  the  least  backward  or 
unwilling  to  pay,  are  ever  ready  with  an  excuse ;  yet  the  facti 
that  manv  who  have  only  seen  their  Pastor  once,  and  some  fci^t 
not  at  all  this  summer  and  notwithstanding  have  paid  their  sub- 
•criptioo,  proves  that  they  are  anxious  for  his  visits,  and  wiflihgto 
oontribute  according  to  their  ability  towards  his  support  among 
them." 

The  Rer.  Mr.  Kingtvell  writes  : — 

*' I  now  forward  by  way  of  Tizzard's  Harbour,  the  list  of  Con- 
tributions for  the  past  year,  in  behalf  of  the  Newfoundland  Church 
Society,  with  an  order  on  Messrs.  Clift.  Wood  &  Co.  for  the 
amount.  The  Codfishery  the  past  Summer  has  throughout  the 
Mission  been  very  limited,  to  which  in  a  great  measure  mAy  be 
attributed  the  small  collection  in  favour  of  the  Society,"  j,    t''rif}; 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Sall  writes  :—  '^^^liftl 

.  **  A|n'*0ably  to  your  request,  I  send  you  a  copy  of  my  last  year's 
eoUtctions  for  the  Churrch  Society.  Besides  the  collection  for  the 
Church  Society,  there  was  one  made  to  aid  in  the  purchase  of  a 
Bell  for  Bonavista  Church  ;  this,  I  think,  lessened  the  former  col* 
lection.  The  people's  donation  of  Firewood  amounted  to  about 
£9  12i.  If  you  insert  this,  together  with  the  sum  given  towards 
the  Bell  last  year  it  will  make  about  £63  3s.  2d.  collected  in  this 
harboer,  for  Church  and  Missionary  purposes.  I  fancy  it  would 
have  a  good  effect  on  future  oolleotions  ;  Jet  the  people  see  tknt 
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the  smallest  of  their  gifn  ia  not  forgotten." 
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*^-  In  other  Missions,  howorer,  your  Committee  hare 
the  pleasure  of  reporting  that  larger  payments  have  been 
made  to  the  Society,  in  1854,  then  in  any  former  year ; 
•—amongst  these,  tne  Mission  ol  Island  Cove,  of  which 
the  Rev.  Charlbs  Wauh  is  in  charge,  is  conspicuous, 
— the  collection  there  haying  amounted  to  £66.  The 
jonount  collected  in  1853  was  £34  18  6. 

The  Rev.  W.  Shanhon  has  likewise  returned  from 
the  Mii^sion  of  Brigus  an  amount  exceeding  what  has 
been  before  collected  from  the  several  congregations  (in 
Brigus,  Burnt  Head,  and  Salmon  Cove)  under  his  Pas- 
tord  care,  £67.

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The  Rev.  B.  Smith,  Rural  Dean  of  Trinity  has  re- 
mitted to  the  Treasurer  £42  15  6  towards  the  stipend 
of  his  Assistant,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Crouch  ;**--and  an  account 
has  been  forwarded  by  the  same  Rev*d  gentleman  to  your 
Committee  exhibiting  a  total  sum  collected  for  Church 
purposes  within  his  Mission,  during  1854,  of  £79.  At 
rort*de-Grave,  from  which  no  return  was  made  hx 
several  years,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Harvby  has  made  a  col- 
lection exceeding  £60. 

Clergy. 

Since  the  last  Anniversary,  the  Lord  Bishop  of  the 
IMocese  has  made  some  few  changes  in  the  location  of 
clergy.  The  Rev .  J.G.Mountain,M.  A .,  late  Rural  Dean 
o£  l^rtune  Bay^has  been  transferred  toSt.  iohn*s, where 
he  holds  the  office  of  Principal  of  the  Theolc^cal  Col- 
lege, and  performs  the  pastoral  work  in  the  Out- 
Harbours.

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Mr.  MoVHTAiN  has  been  sticceeded  at  Harbour  Briton 
by  the  Rev.  W.  K.  White,  and  Mr.  Whitk  at  Har- 
bour Buffett  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  MbeK,  formerly  a 
Student  in  the  CoUegiate  Institution,  and  who  was  ad- 
mitted to  Deacon's  Orders  on  Trbity  Sunday,  1854.  it 

i  Tbe  Bev.  J.  B.  Frper  has  been  removed  to  Bermuda, 
tot  serve  the  new  Church  in  Hamilton,  and  the  Bev. 
£.  Collet  from  Grole  to  Hermitage  Cove,  where  a 
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handsome  Brick  Church  lias  been  erected  at  tlic  s»olf 
expencc  of  Tiros.  Ht'NT,Esq.  of  London,  and  a  Parsouage 
House,  partly  by  assistance  from  this  Society. 

The  Committee  mention  with  thankfulness  that  du*- 
ring  the  past  winter  only  one  Clergyman  has  had  occasion 
to  absent  himself  from  his  duties  on  account  of  ill-health, 
viz. : — the  Rev.  S.Cuossk,  of  Herring  Neck,  whose  plftcfl 
has  been  supplied  during  the  winter  by  the  Rev.  J< 
Daurell. 

Churchen    and    Parsonages.        t  .  •    f, 

Of  Churches,  the  building  of  which  has  been  aftsistcd 
by  grants  from  the  Society,  the  only  one  which  has 
been  consecrated  since  the  last  anniversary,  is  that  of 
Portugal  Cove.  The  Consecration  took  place  on  St. 
Peter's  Day,  the  Church  being  set  apart  to  its  holy 
uses  by  the  name  of  the  Church  of  St.  Peter  the 
Apostle.  The  Building,  which  is  a  good  specimen  of 
a  wooden  Chiirch,  was  designed  by  the  former  Mission-' 
ary,  the  Rev.  W.  Grey,  whose  friends  in  England  con- 
tributed largelv  towards  its  erection  : — the  labour  and 
responsibility  of  bringing  the  sacred  work  to  its  com- 
pletion devolved  on  his  successor,  the  Rev.  G.  M. 
JoHWSoN,  who  with  great  zeal  and  energy,  under  God's 
blessing,  triumphed  over  considerable  difficulties,  and 
carried  the  work  to  a  successful  and  happy  termination, 
•  Your  Committee  report  with  satisfaction  that  Chur- 
ches in  course  of  erection  at  St.  Lawrence,  in  the 
Mission  of  Burin,  at  Oderin,  Hermitage  Cove,  at  Lama- 
line,  and  on  the  coast  of  Labrador,  at  Forteau  and 
Battle  Harbour,are  in  that  state  of  forv/ardness,  that  they 
may  be  consecrated  at  the  Lord  Bishop's  next  visit 
to  those  places.  Churches  are  likewise  in  course  of 
erection  at  Bay-de-Verd,  Old  Bonavonture,  Nipper's 
Harbour,  and  Lower  Burgeo.  

'  The  Parsonage  Houses  at  Buriii  and  in  j^ermitage 
Cove,  towards  which  grants  luive  been  made  by  ti^e 
Society,  and  the  latter  of  which  has  been  largely  as- 
sisted by  friends  of  the  Rev.  G.  Mountain,  have  been 
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Mcupied  since  the  last,  annual  mcetin;^.  The  Misslonarr 
at  Lamaline,  alKO,  is  now  occupyin;^  as  a  Parsonage,  a 
commodious  house,  purchased  for  that  purpose,  and  to 
whieh  a  grant  was  made  from  the  funds  of  this  Society.

'  On  the  Sunday  after  the  Christmas  Ember-week,  the 
Lord  Bishop  held*  an  Ordination,  at  which  the  Rev, 
Messrs.  Phelps  and  Freer  were  advanced  to  the  Priest- 
hood. The  Bishop  held  a  confirmation  in  the  Cathe- 
dral Church,  on  Sunday,  26th  November,  1854,  when 
150  persons  renewed  and  ratified  their  Baptismal  pro- 
mises. At  the  end  of  last  year  his  Lordship  left  St. 
John's  for  Bermuda,  and  your  Committee,  gratefully 
xemembering  the  liberality  of  our  Brethren  in  that  part 
of  the  Diocese  in  contributing  towards  the  restoration 
of  our  Church  after  the  calamitous  fire  of  1S46,  feel  that 
they  will  be  only  giving  expression  to  the  sentiments 
of  tne  Members  of  the  Society  in  offeringjto  those  kind, 
though  unknown,  friends,  their  best  congratulations  on 
the  recent  conseoration  of  a  portion  of  a  noble  Churchr 
in  the  capital  of  those  Islands,  in  which,  it  is  hoped, 
iliany  souls  will  be  fed  and  nourished  unto  life  eternal. 
In  connection  with  this  erent,  the  Committee  have  much 
fatisfaction  in  reporting  that  in  this  Church,  on  last 
Trinity  Sunday,  the  Rev.  C.  P.  K.  Coombe,  formerly  a 
student  in  the  Theological  Institution  in  this  town,  was 
advanced  to  the  order  of  Priesthood,  ;

One  of  the  most  gratifying  events  which  it  is-  the  duty 
of  your  Committee  to  include  in  this  Keport,  is  th« 
meeting  held  in  this  town  on  the  day  appointed  hj  His 
£xeel}ency  ihe  Governor  as  a  Thanksgiving  day  v>r  our 
relief  from  the  Cholera,  for  the  purpose  ot  estabiisbiBg 
a  House  of  Charity,  or  Home  for  Widows  and  Orphans, 
as  some  t^utimony  of  th6  Divine  goodness  both  in  having 
ttteserved  us  ana  our  fkmilies  during  the  prevalence  of 
iQlat  e|>idemic,  and  in  having  removed  frorti  the  Colony 
%0  tertible  a  visitation.    The  call  addressed  by  the  Lord 
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Bishop  to  his  flock  and  the  friends  of  the  poor,  in  a 
Pastoral  Letter  issued  on  the  preceding  Christmas  Day, 
was  cheerfully  and  liberally  responded  to.  The  kvih 
scriptions  to  tne  Building  Fund,  which  hare  been  mado 
in  every  instance  without  solicitation,  amount  already  to 
nearly  £700,  and  those  for  the  annual  maintenance  to 
to  about  £90.

Among  the  former  your  Committee  cannot  but  refer 
especially  to  one  contribution  of  £50  st^.  This  was 
given  by  John  Rainey,  Esq.,  of  Bath,  England, 
who,  having  been  shipwrecked  on  this  coast  m  the 
Autumn  of  last  year,  has  thus  shewn  his  gratitude  to 
Ood  for  his  preservation  and  his  appreciation  of  some 
little  kindnesses  received  from  the  Bishop.  Mr.  Rainey 
has  also  presented  a  Carpet  for  the  Apse  and  Eastern, 
portion  of  the  Cathedral.

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'  The  Committee  regret  to  state  that  the  Reports  from 
the  Clergy  of  their  proceedings,  and  of  the  state  of  their 
respective  Missions,  during  tne  year,  have  been  fewer 
than  usual,  which  may  paitly  be  accounted  for  by 
the  fkct  that  the  venerable  Parent  Society  for  the 
Propagation  of  the  Gospel  now  requires  quarterly 
reports  from  each  of  their  Missionaries.  Tnese  re- 
ports are  duly  forwarded  through  the  Lord  Bishc^ 
of  the  Diocese,  or,  in  his  absence,  thiough  the  Com« 
missary.  Your  Committee,  however,  have  as  much 
pleasure  in  submitting,  as  they  are  sure  the  Sociotv 
will  have  in  receiving,  the  following  extracts:—       .  •?^  * 

'.:  The  ]l«v.  W.  K.  Wbitb  writes  from  Harbour  Briton*  under  date 
^  March  24. 1835,  of  his  old  Mission :— *'  As  I  ipade  ihe  eoUectibi) 
An  behalf  of  the  Church  Society  in  the  Mission  of  Uarhour  fiuffett, 
Placeritia  Bay,  I  think  it  due  to  the  inhabitants  of  that  Mission 
to  report  the  readiness  with  which  they  paid  their  subeoriptioQS, 
and  the  esM  with  which  a  collection,  the  largest  erer  made,  w#p 
effeoted.  ftad  I  not  been  so  very  unsettled,  expecting  almost  daily 
to  leave  the  Bay  for  this  Mission,  I  have  no  doubt  it  ^wdd  hm» 
llMten  my  pleaaing  duty  to  have  leportcd  a  much  larf  er  amowit. 
§f vecal  Jnatanoea  haTo  oeenrred  of  a  moat  enoouragiag  naCofa  t  i» 
tfwpM  tbne  oasai  Mrs»ns  who  have  always  refuted  to  sobaaribo 
harttofore,  bsTt  caued  upon  ««  and  asked  mt  to  jceeaive  thsiriih  i 
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ftr4  %o  tTrnt  haa  Uk»n  \Ancr  to  render  th«  dutv  of  rHciiving  th« 
•nnaai  oontrtbuttenapftlnfulornnpltuiifenl.  At  Odrria  I  wm  mor« 
than  uautUy  gratified ;  for  not  only  ivai  th«  flth  coU^ettd  by  tonit 
yottog  tnea  without  any  care  or  olinrga  required  from  me,  uiM  on* 
\Ottng  man  oo  Saturday  night  et «n  carried  60  lb*,  of  flih  on  hU 
biiok  nearly  th«  whole  length  of  thu  harbour,  leit  I  should  be  gone 
OB  Monday  Oefore  he  could  ahip  it  on  board  my  boat.  I  witnttntcd 
etidenc««  o(  the  warmest  fVe'iiig!!,  even  enthuiiasn),  towardi 
the  Church  at  Oderin  ;  and  I  hive  been  pleased  to  learn  that  e'noe 
mv  dopartare  the  Church  haa  been  painted  externally  and  much 
work  uone — as  usual  by  free  labour.  1  think  it  can  hardly  be  aaid 
of  any  other  Church  in  Newfoundland,  that  all  (ho  work  on  the  tpot 
has  been  done  by  the  people,  without  any  paid  labour  of  any  kind, 
which  is  the  oaite  at  Oderin.  At  Harbour  Buffet  a  Tower  has  been 
comoDenoed,  and  much  labor  given ;  it  should  not  be  (or^fotten  that 
the  people  at  Harbour  Buffet  pay  all  the  aonusl  expensoa  of  Oivine 
Service,  and  assist  their  Church  )chool  in  addition  to  the  subscrip- 
tions reported.  The  clergymnn  ban  paid  no  freight  for  the  carriage 
of  his  supplies  for  these  seven  yearn  paxt.  The  Church  School 
under  the  direction  and  control  o^  the  Clergymani  has  been  well 
aMended,  and  on  Sundays  upwards  of  GO  children  and  adults 
have  been  present.  At  Arnold's  Cove  a  subiicription  was  presented 
to  the  Church  Society  from  every  house,  whi<?h  ought  to  and  might 
have  been  the  case  at  Spencer's  Cove,  if  a  collection  was  there  at 
the  proper  time.  It  is  pleasing  to  see  the  exertions  of  poor  people 
among  their  neighbours  on  behalf  of  the  Society,  and  the  good 
effects  which  result.  In  this  Miision  it  is  a  sad  drawback  to  the 
success  of  the  Society,  that  its  fiierds  are  so  scattered,  and  from  the 
nature  of  the  setilements,  unable  to  combine  for  the  common  good. 
If  honest  reputable  men  would  interest  themselves  in  the  Society's 
affairs,  their  hiimble  station  would  be  no  impediment  to  their  ust- 
(ttlnesi  in  their  various  harbois." 
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*   And  on  April  21 :-~ 

"I  wrote  you  on  Easter  Tuesday  with  the  return  cf  election  for 
Delegates  (Messrs.  Hoyies  and  J.  B.  Wood)  for  this  Deanery,  and 
I  hope  you  have  received  it  in  safety.     Since  that  time  I  have  been 
cruising  and  have  visited  all  places  between  this  and  Bellorani 
and  Connaigre  Bay.        •         ••••••• 

I  am  very  busy,  and  1  hope  doing  good.  On  Easter  Sundav  I 
eollected  at  the  offertory  on  behalf  of  the  Patriotic  Fund,  and  I  had 
the  pleasure  of  placing  on  the  Holy  Table  £13  20s.,  which  I  think 
is  creditable.  My  Churchwardens  advise  this  sum  heading  a  liat 
which  Mr.  Ellis,  at  my  suggestion,  has  opened  in  bis  office."  '^,^ 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Kingwell  of  Moreton's  Harbour  writee  t— "  I 
think  I  have  reason  to  fear  that  a  satisfactory  sum  wiil  not  be 
realiied  until  another  Clergyman  be  established  at  Ward's  Harbor, 
or  in  ita  vicinity.  Could  such  an  object  be  effected,  there  would 
not  only  be  a  more  manifest  claim  upon  the  members  of  the  Cbureb, 
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but  th«  ctfr^jrii.aii  renidttiit  uoiomk  ila'rti  would  h***  tii  oppjrtuni^jr 
of  frtquentiy  im|ir<'Mitig  upon  thnir  min  ia  rhe  dutv  ui  eontriUutin^ 
towtrdt  thN  tupptirt  of  their  minlitviJ,  It,  however,  nfTordi*  in* 
eomfort  tad  cnoourigftnent  to  know  ih«i  lher«  art  lum*  who 
^vino*  a  lincere  d«<ir«  fnr  l^o  ^alfart  of  tbt  Society,  both  bv«x«rti 
inf  tbrir  influano*  and  rIio«  nfi  tha  •taotiiiif.  ^inottraljr  d«>irinf

Tha  lUv.  Mr.  Shannon  writta  from  BriKUN,  June  lU,  18£6:-~ 
*'  1  have  much  pleaaure  in  itatinfr,  that  the  claim  of  the  ISoeiety  on 
the  men*. here  of  the  Church  in  ihii  Miiaion  for  increaaed  aupport 
•re  heginninifto  be  more  fulU-  recognised,  and  a  more  iively  inter' 
eit  taken  in  ita  operAtiona.  In  proof  of  thia  atntement,  I  ha?e  only 
to  refer  you  to  the  iitt  for  (he  past  year,  which  exhibita  an  inereaa* 
of  aubaoriptiona  over  that  of  any  prerioua  year.  It  may  be  auppoaed 
by  aoma  peraona  unacquainted  with  fact,  that  in  a  wealthy  plao*i 
luch  at  Brigua  ia  rrpreannted  to  be,  the  amount  of  contributiona  to 
the  Society  ought  to  be  far  larger  than  it  really  ia ;  but  when  it  ia 
remembered  that  wo  are  much  leaa  in  number  than  otht-r  con^'-'^'ja- 
tiona  around  ua,  and,  et oepting  a  few  familiea,  comparativelv  poorer, 
they  will  find  that  in  thia  retpeot,  we  am  not  much,  if  at  all,  behind 
any  other  Misaion  in  the  Dioceae,  I  muat  not,  in  juatice  to  tha 
aubacrihera,  omit  to  mention,  that  in  acarcely  a  aingle  inatanoe  waa 
I  obliged  to  oaU  on  them  for  their  contribution  t  they  were  either 
brought  or  aent  to  my  own  reaidence, — a  oircumstance  very  gratify- 
ing to  myaelf,  and  which  cannot,  I  am  euro,  but  be  pleaaiuK  to  ftU 
leho  i»lah  woU  to  the  Society."       ,  ^1t  ' 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Collet  writes  :— "  A  growing  desire  for  apiri^oal 
thinga  manifests  itself  throughout  the  Bay,  and  the  moral  character 
of  the  people  generally  ia  greatly  improved,  so  that  the  seed  sown 
hat  not  been  in  vain,  but  ia,  I  feel  sure,  springing  up  unto  everlaat- 
ing  life.  Our  beautiful  little  Church  at  Hermitage  Cove,  will,  D.V., 
be  ready  for  Conaecration  by  the  middle  of  the  coming  aumroer  ; 
the  fittings  and  other  articles  for  its  completion,  are  expected  here 
in  April.  The  frost  haa  done  little  or  no  damage  thia  winter ;  what 
ia  done,  will  be  ot  little  conaequenoe,  and  very  little  hindrance. 
The  Paraonage,  we  expect,  will  be  ready  for  occupation  in  May, 
when,  D. v.,  wt  ■ball  remove  from  Qrole." 

The  Rev.  Julian  Morbton  writes  from  Oreenapond :  -"  Td« 
whole  amount  of  my  collection  for  the  Church  in  the  patt  year  ia 
£62  89.  3d.,  which  includes  £13  paid  in  rbduction  of  debta  upop 
the  Church  at  Pinchard'a  Island;  £12  I9s.  6d.  contributed  to  a 
fund  now  being  raised  to  build  a  new  Church  in  Greenapood  1  and 
£26  8s.  9d.  for  the  general  lund  of  the  Church  Society.  The  firat 
pf  these  amounts  waa  paid  by  the  ^contributors  to  the  oreditofa  of 
ibe  Church,  the  aeeond  and  last  I  have  remitted  to  the  Treaiurer. 
Btaidts the  oontributiont  9!  moouyi  •  good  deal  of  timberiiDd 
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■otnt  labour  have  been  given  toward*  the  next  Church  ia  Greens* 
pond(  by  many  persoos.  These  cannot  be  more  particularly  ae* 
knowledged  here,  but  credit  will  be  given  to  each  contributor  of 
material  or  labour,  when  the  work  is,  by  God'a  blesfting,  brought 
to  completion.  About  100  peraons  worked  for  the  new  Church  on 
New  YttHr's  Day,  in  brin({ing  timber  toKether  from  different  parte 
of  the  Harbour  to  the  site  oi  the  building  ;  and  some  others  have 
constructed  a  saw-pit  nnd  sawn  board  or  dressed  timber.  A  great 
many  persons  have  promised  to  pay  a  rate  of  la.  in  the  pound  upoa 
tb«  prcoeeds  of  tbe  ice  voyage,  if  their  share  in  the  voyage  amount 
to  £6  or  more,  each.  The  Hat  of  ths«e  contributions  eaonot  ba 
given  until  the  sharemen  have  received  **  ihe  rise"  upon  their 
seals.  It  is  encouraging  to  find  mv  people  willing  to  undertake 
the  building  of  a  new  Church,  aft«r  such  an  unruccesaf  ul  fishery  ai 
that  of  the  past  year ;  and  I  ti  ink  the  mode  of  contributing,  by  a 
rate  upon  their  earnin<;s,  mubt  commend  itself  to  every  one 
M  being  strictly  fair,  and,  what  is  more,  Scriptural.  I  accept  it  as 
a  token  that  people  onn  their  duty,  when  they  do  not  require 
their  Clergymen  to  ask  them  for  their  offerings,  but  bring  them 
freely,  and  1  am  happy  to  say  that  in  the  past  year,  as  in  the  year 
before,  many  persons  brought  their  contributions  to  me  before  I 
had  asked  them  from  any  one.  Such  offerings  must  always  be 
doubly  valuable.  Some  of  the  sums  ^iven  were  truly  liberal  com- 
pi»red  with  the  means  of  the  persons  giving,  and  some  who  gave,  t 
know  found  it  difficult  to  spare  what  they  so  freely  brought." 

The  Rev.  Charles  Walsh  writes  from  Upper  Island  Cove; -• 
**t  beg  to  transmit  to  you  for  the  information  of  the  members  of 
the  Church  Society,  so  far  as  the  Committee  thintc  proper,  that  I 
can  testify  to  the  general  willinfm«8s  of  the  people  of  this  missica 
to  support  the  objects  of  tbe  Church  Society.  It  is  searcely  four 
yeaiB  since  I  came  to  resiae  among  them,  and  during  that  time  tho 
duty  of  contributing  to  the  support  of  their  minister  has  been  better 
understood  and  attended  to  by  them. — And  it  is  not  only  in  respect 
or  their  contributions  to  the  Church  Society,  (or  ds  they  commonly 
understand  the  payment  to  be  to  th^ir  minister,)  that  I  can  speak 
with  eatisfaelion,  but  also  as  to  their  general  behaviour.  In  this 
respect  also  there  has  been  a  considerable  improvement,  and,  I  be* 
lieve«  that  many  persons  here,  if  they  were  severally  asked,  would 
bear  similar  testimony.  I  mention  this,  because  formerly  disorder- 
ly conduct  was  too  common  in  this  place,  (Upper  Island  Cove,)  eo 
^sAch  so,  that  the  plaee  had  quite  a  name  for  i^  and  now  happily,  in 
this  reftpeot,  we  have  begun  a  retrograde  course.  The  yearly  sub^ 
ioriptions  in  the  four  settlements  of  the  mission  amount  to  siziy-etic 
pounds  for  the  hit  year.  And  here,  I  think  it  right  to  esy,  to 
prevent  a  possible  nwapprefaension  that  may  arite  in  the  minds  of 
sioiDe  persons  in  St.  John's  and  elsewhere  who  are  aware  of  tho 
poverty  of  this  district,  ttat  nearly  all  tiie  subicriptione  aro  horn 
j^rtoM  that  do  not  generally  receive  poor  relief  from  thogov«ni«> 
Mint.    It  it  owing  to  »iiK6denito  inerease  of  lubeeri^ioni  froU 
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mtmaI  o(  the  old  •ubsci-iheti  in  each  of  tbe  setilements,  aod  froa 
th«  subscriptions  of  many  young  men  who  have  nerer  before  given 
anything  tovardH  the  support  ot  their  pastor,  that  I  mvst  attribute 
my  tolerably  ^ood  collection.  What  I  predicted  two  years  sinee 
as  probable,  viz, :  that  the  Church  Society's  collection,  in  course  of 
time,  I  hoped  would  be  £60  instead  of  £-10,  has  been  thus  euljr 
lulfilled.  Much,  nay,  everything  seems  to  depend  upon  the  Cleti^V' 
man  doing  his  part  in  bringing  home  to  all  classes  of  persons,  and 
particularly  to  youns:  men  who  have  their  own  earnings,  tbe  duty  of 
supporting  God's  minister,  &o.  I  trust  I  shall  not  be  thought  Tain 
or  presumptuous  in  expressing  this  opinion,  or  in  sneaking  of  wh«t 
is  done  in  a  pecuniary  point  of  view  in  my  mission.  At  present 
we  are  far  behind  in  one  respect,  and  that  is  with  reghrd  to  a  place 
of  abode  lor  the  minister.  There  is  no  parsonage  house,  nor  any 
prospect  of  one  at  present. — I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  proposed 
improvements  to  the  Church  at  Bryant's  Cove  have  tor  the  most 
part  been  effected,  t.  e ,  as  tar  as  <he  furds  placed  at  my  disposal  by 
his  Lordshio  the  Bi>hop,  and  the  Committee  of  (he  Church  Society 
would  enable  me.  The  people  of  Bryant's  Cove  assisted  most  wil« 
lingly  in  contributing  such  labour  and  material  as  was  in  their 
power.  Several  of  them  assisted  at  the  alteration  and  enlargement 
for  a  fortnight,  and  some  even  for  three  weeks  and  longer  Too 
much  praise  could  hardly  be  bestowed  upon  many  of  them  as  they 
kept  to  the  work  while  there  was  anything  to  be  done,  and  this  all 
gralvitousiy.  It  is  satisfactory  also  to  be  enabled  to  state  that  the 
tower  to  the  Church  at  Spaniard's  Bay  has,  af'er  lying  many  years, 
been  finished  by  :he  people,  with  the  exception  of  the  windows^ 
Had  the  seal  fishery  been  good,  a  subiicription  towards  painting 
Spaniard's  Bay  Church  was  to  have  been  made. —  A.s  things  wete, 
however,  it  was  of  no  use  to  think  of  it.  I  trust  th«*  above,  or  por* 
tions  of  it  will,  be  deemed  interesting  to  tha  Committee  of  the 
Charcti  Society,  and  1  hope,  plesse  God,  my  life  is  spaied  amongst 
this  portion  of  Christ's  fleok  for  a  few  year*,  to  report  still  better 
things  of  them."  '''"* 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Blackmore  writes  from  Bay  Roberts :— "  In 
reply  to  your  request  for  information  for  the  next  Report  of  the 
Church  Society,  I  beg  to  say,  that  I  have  but  little  of  particular 
interest  to  communicate  ;  stiil  this  mission  of  Bay  Roberts  is  in 
general,  I  humbly  hope,  prospering.  Through  God's  blessing  upon 
my  eflforts,  the  enlargement  of  the  Church  which  was  begun  two 
years  ago  is  now  completed,  and  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing 
it  well  filled  on  repeated  occasions  with  (judging  from  their  de* 
meanour)  a  devout  and  attentive  congregation. '  This  enlargement 
gives  a  hundred  additional  sittings.  The  erection  of  another  Churoh 
in  the  adjoining  settlement  ot  Coley's  Point  has  been  eommenoed 
and  proceeded  with  as  far  as  the  putting  up  of  tbe  frame  to  the 
wallplate.  The  untoward  weather  in  the  winter,  preventing  the 
haaling  of  timber,  has  proved  a  hindrance  to  its  further  advanoe- 
mvnint  ptesent  f  but,  D.V^It  will  go  on,  for  tbe  people  hate  a 
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Mind  to  the  irork.  I  have  iht  further  •atiitfactlon  of  lusntionitig 
thftt  my  oolleotions  thft  past  year  have  reached  a  larger  stiin  than 
was  ever  raised  before  in  this  mianion :  it  is  true  that  a  portion  was 
raited  for  the  C/huroh  on  the  Print,  but  exctuHive  of  tijis  it  still 
Slit>ws  an  inoreate.  and  this  has  been  brought  about  not  by  any 
extraordinary  pressure,  but  in  a  great  measure  by  the  freewill 
offerings  of  the  peo|)le.  Among  thesa  offerinjrs  I  must  not  omit  to 
mention  the  valuable  gift  of  a  Silver  Cummmunion  Sarvice  for  the 
use  of  the  Church.  These  things  tend,  I  think,  to  shew  that  at 
least  there  is  a  degree  of  attachment  to  our  Church  and  her  Services 
prevsiliog  here  indicative  of  good  ;  may  the  attachment  increase, 
and  ail  attendant  blessings  abound,  and  to  God  be  all  the  glory  a,nd 
•J  1  the  praise!" 

The  Rev.  G.  M.  Johnson,  of  Portugal  Cove,  writes  :— 
"The  only  unusual  occurrence  in  the  past  year  has  been  ths 
holding  a  Church  Society  meeting  in  this  place.  This  meeting  was 
held  on  the  31st  January  in  the  largest  room  in  the  parsonage 
House.  The  Archdeacoc,  the  Bev.  J.  F.  Phelps,  and  some  gentle- 
men of  St.  John's  came  over  to  assist  me  on  that  occasion.  The 
room,  which  holds  a  considerable  number  of  people,  was  crowded, 
and  a!f  seemed  to  take  a  great  interest  in  the  proceedings.  Tht 
Archdeacon  presided,  and  explained  the  nature  and  working  of  the 
Church  Society  generally.  A  paper  drawn  up  by  myself,  gave 
information  as  to  its  working  in  Ihismiision  particularly,  and  the  duty 
of  the  people  in  relation  to  this  Society;  and  the  business  was  closed 
by  suitable  resolutions  proposed  by  the  gentlemen  of  St.  John's, 
and  some  of  the  people  belonging  to  this  place.  The  whole  pro* 
oeedings  seemed  to  give  great  satisfaction.  Su/ih  meetings  give  a 
very  good  opportunity  of  explaining  the  duty  incumbent  upon  the 
people  of  giving  to  the  best  of  their  ability  for  the  support  and 
fiirtheranre  of  religion,  and  of  pointing  out  the  best  means  of 
fulfilling  that  duty.  Though  the  people  of  my  mission  are  very 
poor,  I  think  they  recognise  this  duty  of  giving,  and  are  disposed 
to  perform  it.  One  very  gratifying  instance  of  this  occurred  when 
I  was  making  my  last  collection.  An  old  man,  the  oldest  member 
of  the  Church  here,  quite  past  ali  labour,  whom  I  had  not  spoken 
to,  not  thinking  him  able  to  give,  came  to  my  house,  and  asked  me 
if  I  would  receive  so  small  a  sum  as  a  shilling  for  the  Church 
Society.  He  added  that  it  was  ail  he  was  able  to  give,  indeed  all 
he  had,  and  that  he  was  almost  ashamed  to  offer  it,  but  that  he 
would  be  very  proud  if  I  would  accept  it— he  only  wished  he  could 
give  more.  The  circumstance  gave  me  much  pleasure,  and  I  did 
not  let  the  old  man  depart  without  assuring  him  I  would  not  only 
gladly  accept  it,  but  that  I  thought  more  highly  of  his  offering 
than  all  the  others,  alihough  I  am  sure  very  many  give  very  wiU 
liogly.  yet  his  only  was  a  ourely  spontaneous  offering.  I  couid  not 
help  thmking  of  the  widow's  mite,  and  our  Lord's  comment  upon 
it,  nor  eould  I  refrain  from  applying  it  to  thii  old  man's  ease,  and 
•aoouragiughim  by  reminding  him  of  it.    .    i

their  support  of  its  great  and  sacred  objects. 

.  In'  concluding  this  Report,  your  Committee  desire 
with  humble  and  heartfelt  gratitude  to  acknowledge  the 
"  goodness  and  mercy"  which  have  followed,  and  still 
follow,  the  Society's  operations.  In  the  brief  review 
which  has  been  taken  of  the  past  year,  many  gratifying 
and  encouraging  circumstances  have  been  presented  to 
your  notice,  giving  promise  of  a  bright  and  prosperous 
future.  Your  Committee  are  fain  to  believe  tnat  the 
members  of  the  Society  will  never  forget  how  much, 
under  God,  the  advancement  of  the  interests  oT  the 
Church  depends  on  their  sympathy  and  assistance,  their 
prayers  and  their  alms.  If  to  any  the  words  of  our 
blessed  Lord,  "  Freely  ye  have  received,"  are  applica- 
ble, they  are  surely  applicable  to  us,  and  to  all  members 
of  the  Church  in  tnis  Colony ; — and  what  shouldfollow,. 
but  ready  and  liberal  obedience  to  the  command  of  the 
same  Lord,  "  Freely  give  ?'*
